they would like to do for mankind. Each wanted the 
world to be better because of him. 

Almost as they walked away from their graduation 
their lives followed different paths. One of them 
drifted from job to job trying to find his niche in 
life. Before long he began to drink in order to forget 
his disappointments. Within a few years he was a 
broken human derelict. 

His classmate took a position with a great bank 
upon his graduation. He poured his energies into his 
work and became obsessed with the power and the 
might around him. By careful planning and plotting 
he stepped from post to post in the bank until he 
finally headed the vast financial empire. 

The day came in later years that the man who 
had made a wreck of his life, like the prodigal son, 
came to his senses. He remembered his old friend and 
classmate and sought him out. The two old friends 
stood face to face in the luxurious oak-paneled office 
of the banker: one a broken and wretched human 
failure, the other an opulent and powerful magnate. 
Without offering his old friend a chair, the banker 
demanded to know what he wanted. 

The man who once had such high hopes said, “John, 
I’ve made a mess out of my life up until now, but I 
know it isn’t too late for me to do the things we 
used to dream of; if only I can find a way to make 
a new start... .” 

Without waiting for the brokenhearted man to 
continue, the tycoon raged out, “I don’t know what 
you want, and furthermore I don’t care! Whatever it 
is, the answer is no! I’m very busy, so now get out!” 

As he started out the door, the pathetic figure 
turned back and said, “Well, John, we both missed it 
didn’t we! I missed it one way, and you missed it the 
other; but we both missed the mark.” 


W HO CAN SAY that the wealthy magnate 
was any better than the wretched drunkard. In the 
eyes of the world he would no doubt have been 
greater, but not so in the eyes of God. They both 
had indeed missed the mark of life. The bum had 
undershot it, the banker had overshot it; but both 
had missed the mark. One was down and out, one 
was up and out; but both were on the outside of what 
life is meant to be.

One of the most pathetic stories in the Bible is 
that of the rich young ruler who came to Christ, 
asking, “Good Master, what good thing shall I do, 
that I may have eternal life?” (Matthew 19:16). 

That the young man wanted a good thing none can 
deny. He wanted life. Not only did he want a good 
thing, but before him was the one who could give it. 
Where the young man failed was in not recognizing 
the one to whom he came. He called Jesus simply 
“Master,” an instructor, a teacher. He wanted Jesus 
to become his teacher so that he might learn how to 
earn eternal life for himself. 

But Jesus does not simply teach about life. He is 
the life. If the young man had come to Jesus saying, 
“Lord, give me eternal life,” he would have gone away 
rejoicing instead of in sorrow. 

The rich young ruler came at a good time, while 
he was still young. He came in an attitude of respect, 
he knelt down. If only he could have recognized that 
Jesus is life, and that He gives it freely to all who seek 
it, then he would have received it for himself at 
that moment. Jesus tried in several ways to lead the 
young man to a proper understanding, but all of His 
efforts failed. 

The young man wanted life, but he overshot it. 
He overlooked it. He talked to life face to face, but 
did not recognize it. 

Many today are hopeful of finding, of enjoying and 
of using life. They make the mistake that the derelict 
and the banker made, the same mistake that the 
rich young ruler made: they either forget, or never 
learned, that Jesus is the center of all life. 

Life begins with Jesus, because He is the resurrection 
and the life (John 11:25). 

Life is sustained by Jesus, for He is the bread of 
life (John 6:48-51). 

Life is refreshed by Jesus, for He is the water of 
life (John 4:14; 7:37). 

Life is given direction by Jesus, for He is the way, 
the truth and the life (John 14:6). 

Life without Christ is no life at all. Regardless 
of the depth to which we may sink, or the height to 
which we may rise, we have missed life if we neglect 
Him who is life. 
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Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God. Nico- 
demus saith unto him, How can a man be born when he is old? can he 
enter the second time into his mother’s womb, and be born? Jesus an- 
swered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be born of water 
and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. That which 
is born of the flesh is flesh; and that which is born of the Spirit is 
spirit. Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye must be born again. The 
wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest the sound thereof, but 
canst not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth: so is every one 
that is born of the Spirit (John 3:3-8).

Declaration of Faith of the 

Church of God, we read, “We 
believe that all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God and 
that repentance is commanded of 
God for all and necessary for for- 
giveness of sins. That justification, 
regeneration, and the new birth 
are wrought by faith in the blood 
of Jesus Christ.” 

This doctrine of the new birth 
is indispensable. Upon this great 
truth Christianity rests. It is the 
dividing point of two roads. One 
is a narrow road leading ever up- 
ward—sometimes in joy, often- 
times in tears, but the end is ever- 
lasting glory. The other is the 
broad road, the road of self will, 
where men are lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God, ending 
finally in eternal destruction. 

Many disdain this all-important 
doctrine. They are satisfied with 
moral goodness. Jeremiah shows 
the futility of this. “O Lord, 
I know that the way of man is 
not in himself: it is not in man 
that walketh to direct his steps.” 
No man can of himself effect this 
change. The Spirit alone can do 
so. Many by nature is unregener- 
ate, and the righteousness of God 
cannot receive the unholy into its 
fellowship. Man, of necessity, must

be born again if he has any part 
in the heavenly kingdom. 

What mortal man can explain 
the workings of the Spirit, as it 
unfolds in all its grandeur? the 
process of the new birth in the 
soul? Never, until we stand in His 
likeness will we be able to com- 
prehend fully the intricate details 
of the new birth. Jesus in our 
scripture text explains it thus: 
“The wind bloweth where it listeth, 
and thou hearest the sound there- 
of, but canst not tell whence it 
cometh and whither it goeth: so 
is every one that is born of the 
Spirit.” As surely as Nicodemus 
could feel the cool evening breeze 
of the Syrian spring and see the 
gentle swaying of the olive branch- 
es, a born-again man can feel the 
workings of the Spirit and feel the 
effects in his life. 

Nothing passes this in impor- 
tance. The Scriptures teach that 
the unbeliever is dead in trespasses 
and sin and that he is blinded 
by Satan about his condition. 2 
Corinthians 4:3, 4 “But if our gos- 
pel be hid, it is hid to them that 
are lost: In whom the god of this 
world hath blinded the minds of 
them which believe not, lest the 
light of the glorious gospel of 
Christ, who is the image of God, 
should shine unto them.” 


They are in bondage and in 
darkness. One might as well ask a 
blind man to look at the beauty 
of the sunset or to behold the 
colors of the rainbow, or ask the 
deaf-mute to listen to a beautiful 
symphony. But let the eyes be 
opened and the ears unstopped, 
and they can see and hear. 

This new birth or birth from 
above is necessary for all men. A 
mere outward reformation is not 
enough. The most rigid self-disci- 
pline cannot attain to it, for man 
is born in sin. Psalm 51:5 “Behold, 
I was shapen in iniquity; and in 
sin did my mother conceive me.” 
The Apostle Paul declared, “The 
wages of sin is death,’ and again 
“Death passed upon all men, for 
that all have sinned.” Yes, the 
penalty of sin is death, eternal 
death. Man cannot, because of his 
sinful nature, redeem himself. 
Neither can he redeem his brother. 
Psalm 49:7 “None of them can by 
any means redeem his brother, nor 
give to God a ransom for him.” But 
God in His infinite love and mercy 
came to the rescue. 

In the eternal ages past He saw 
man fall into sin and condemna- 
tion, and He mapped out the plan 
of redemption. “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be-

lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” Also 
Romans 5:8 “But God commend- 
eth his love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us.” Christ the sinless one 
paid the debt. 1 Peter 2:24 “Who 
his own self bare our sins in his 
own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live un- 
to righteousness .. .”

ODAY OUR NATION is at

& World Evangelism Through Literature 


OR MORE THAN thirty 

] years I. have prayerfully 
considered this problem: 
‘How can we evangelize the world 
in the space of one generation?’ 

. . There must be a way. After 
travel and study in fifty-six coun- 
tries, I have come to this conclu- 
sion—the only way we will be able 
to carry out the great commission 
will be by means of the printed 
page.” So writes Dr. Oswald J. 
Smith whose local church has in- 
vested nearly $4,000,000 in missions 
under his inspiring leadership in 
the last thirty years. 

The door of evangelism hinges 
largely on the production and dis- 
tribution of the printed page. The 
great Protestant Reformation, 
which broke the strangle-hold of 
Roman Catholic papal oppression, 
came about, not by Martin Luth- 
er’s great preaching, but by his 
great writing. 

Through the printed page Luth- 
er denied that the pope or the 
clergy had any supernatural priest- 
ly powers, thus striking at the 
heart of the authority which had 
held Europe for centuries in fear- 
ful obedience. Through his books, 
he denied that the pope alone 
could interpret the Scriptures. By 
the pen he described and de- 
nounced the corruption, greed and 
extortion of the popes. Others am- 
plified his works by tracts and car- 
toons which liberated millions. 

Most of you have heard that the 
Bible is the most published book 
in the world. This is no longer 
true. The writings of Lenin now 
top the list of the most published 
works. Communists boast that they 
now have three pieces of litera- 
ture for every boy, girl, man and 
woman on the face of the earth. 
Russia is spending $3,400,000,000 
each year on printed propaganda. 

Ghandi’s son recently said, “The 
British taught India to read, but 
the Communists have supplied the 
literature.” Have the Communists 
been successful? Unfortunately,

they have. Modern historians and 
observers claim that China fell 
prey to the lies of Communism by 
the power of printed propaganda. 
The Russian Revolution in 1917, 
which brought into existence the 
Communist regime, would have 
been impossible without the aid of 
the press. 

Within one generation Commun- 
ism has gained more adherents 
than Christianity has gained in 
1900 years. How did they accom- 
plish this tremendous feat? The 
advance of Communism in Africa 
is analogous to their advance 
throughout Asia and much of Eu- 
rope. Let us look at Africa. The 
Reverend M. G. McLuhan writes 
from Africa: 

Here, day and night the con- 
flict goes on in sweating and 
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toiling intensity without let- 
up. Here, the raw material of 
uncivilized minds is being bat- 
tled for in dead earnest; here, 
where the actual battle is to 
be seen in its awful naked- 
ness without the camouflage of 
peace talks, friendly visits and 
disarmament talks, one can 
draw some basic conclusions. 
Christianity has been in Afri- 
ca for almost a century and 
a half now. Communism has 
been here for about thirty 
years. That was when this bat- 
tle started, and now it is quite 
clear that Communism has as 
many or perhaps more follow- 
ers than Christianity in this 
continent of more than eleven 
million square miles of earth’s 
territory. Because much of the 
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territory is populated by primi- 
tive peoples, neither side in 
this battle need worry much 
about peace talks or confer- 
ences. They must just keep 
pouring the munitions of ideo- 
logical warfare into the area, 
and keep the guns red hot 
since many of the people in 
this area are just learning to 
read, they will read anything 
that they can get hold of! 

What a target for the propa- 

ganda guns! 

If Communism can make such 
progress in one generation by the 
press, could not anointed Chris- 
tian literature make great ad- 
vances also? Through the largest 
independent printing press in the 
world, the Jehovah’s Witnesses spue 
forth their pernicious heresy day 
and night. In the first edition of 
one book they printed over 10,500,- 
000 copies in forty-five languages. 
The Seventh-day Adventists allo- 
cate fifteen million dollars a year 
just for foreign literature. The po- 
tential of literature is greater than 
ever before. It is estimated that a 
million persons a week are learning 
to read—fifty-two million a year! 
We must awaken to this oppor- 
tunity! Literature is a vital part 
of world evangelism. I have never 
seen a native throw away a tract. 
He reads it and passes it on to 
others. It is estimated that each 
piece of foreign literature reaches 
five persons. I know of an entire 
village that was won to Christ 
by one tract. Books are power. A 
spoken sermon is soon forgotten; a 
book abides until it is destroyed. 

The printed page needs no pass- 
port or visa. It travels cheaply. It 
speaks the language of the people 
without a foreign accent. It goes 
where radio cannot. It knows no 
fear and never tires; it works even 
while we sleep. It never loses its 
temper, and takes no notice of in- 
sult or abuse. It is never discour- 
aged while telling its story over 
and over again. 

One sincere Oriental man said, 
“Did you say that story was old? 
I’m old and I’ve never heard it 
before.” Through literature, op- 
pressed millions can hear for the 
first time the old, old story of the 
cross! Won’t you invest in this 
phase of missions? 
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“And it shall come to pass after- 
ward, that I will pour out my spirit 
upon all flesh; and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, your 


old men shall dream dreams, your 
young men shall see visions: And 
also upon the servants and upon 
the handmaids in those days will 
I pour out my spirit,” Joel 2:28, 29. 








HEN THE PROPHET Joel 
W: mentioned, immediate- 
ly our minds go to his 
prophecy of the spiritual outpour- 
ing that came on the day of Pente- 
cost. We who believe and have re- 
ceived this Spirit are called, Pen- 
tecostal people. 

We today need a real revival of 
Pentecost as described in the text. 
A leading minister has very well 
described this need in the state- 
ment, “We must have revival or 
ruin.” A few years ago our need 
was for more adequate buildings, 
more preachers, and workers; but 
our greatest need today is an old- 
fashioned Bible outpouring of God’s 
Spirit—a Pentecostal revival. It will 
restore the power, the love, the 
unity, and the results of the first 
Pentecostal outpouring as recorded 
in Acts 2. Joel 2:28, 29 is a de- 
scription of this great blessing. Joel 
is a book of revival and gives us 
a clear understanding as to what 
steps lead to this Pentecostal re- 
vival. 

First, he gives us the need for 
revival (Chapter 1:4, 5). Notice 
that in the fourth verse four very 
harmful insects are mentioned: the 
palmerworm, locust, cankerworm, 
and the caterpiller. Although these 
are small insects, they are very 
destructive. This, I believe, is the 





spiritual picture of the condition 
of so many Pentecostal people to- 
day. The big things are not causing 
us to lose favor with God; the little 
things are. Just a little pleasure, a 
little of the world, and a little sin 
are causing us to lose His favor. 
We would not use a gun to kill 
our brother, but we use that little 
member (the tongue) to tell false- 
hoods that will kill his influence 
for God. We would not go to the 
theater with the sinful multitude, 
but we will sit in front of the little 
theater in the corner until the early 
hours of the morning watching the 
late movie. That little thing of 
not praying, not reading the Word, 
not attending prayer service, or 
just a little jealousy, a little strife, 
a little selfishness, a little envy, a 
little wrong, a little compromise— 
this is absolutely robbing us of our 
spiritual strength and power with 
our Lord. This is strong, but James 
2:10 says “For whosoever shall keep 
the whole law, and yet offend in 
one point, he is guilty of all.” It 
would do some of us Pentecostals 
good to read the ninth verse of 
this chapter also. 

Then in Joel 1:5, is-another point 
that shows our need for revival. 
Joel says, “Awake, ye drunk- 
ards...” When a man is drunk, 
his senses are dulled to things 
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about him. Literally speaking, we 
would not think of becoming drunk, 
but many good Pentecostal people 
are “drunk on the cares of life” and 
their “heart is overcharged” with 
the things of the world. In other 
words, they are spiritually drunk. 
Their senses are dulled to the 
spiritual need about them. They 
have lost the vision for lost souls, 
cannot feel the burden for the 
church, and cannot hear the voice 
of the Spirit of God as He would 
speak to them. Joel said the “new 
wine,” speaking of the Spirit, is cut 
off from your mouth. Let us lay 
aside every weight that would hin- 
der us and be “filled with the Spir- 
it.” The little things and spiritual 
drunkenness are very definitely 
signs that we need revival. 
Second, Joel gives us the method 
for revival (Chapter 2:12-17). It is 
one thing to realize our need and 
yet another to find the remedy 
and put it into action. God has the 
method for revival, but contrary to 
the ideas of men, it is not a per- 
sonality, a program, a contest, nor 
more organization. Revival does not 
come through means of carnality 
but by a visitation of God’s Spirit. 
In the verses mentioned is God’s 
recipe for revival. First, we must 
pray and fast: “turn ye even to me 
with all your heart, and with fast- 
ing” (Joel 2:12). These work to- 


gether. They are the most neg- 
lected privileges of Christianity. 
Lack of prayer is not a fault, a 
mistake, or mere negligence; it is 
sin. “God forbid that I should sin 
against the Lord in ceasing to 
pray” (1 Samuel 12:23). The second 
step in God’s method is real sin- 
cerity: “rend your heart, and not 
your garments” (Joel 2:13). Real 
spiritual revival is a matter of the 
heart, not an act of making a 
special effort to let everyone know 
how concerned you are. If you get 
it in the heart, it will come out 
at the right time. The third step 
is preaching the Word of God un- 
compromisingly without fear or 
favor: “Blow the trumpet in 
Zion .. .” (Joel 2:15). The trumpet 
(Word) has two important uses: 
to awaken sleepers and to prepare 
for battle. We must preach the un- 
adulterated-Word and spare not to 
awake spiritual sleepers and pre- 
pare the saints for the battle ahead. 
How true is the statement of the 
Apostle Paul: “For if the trumpet 
give an uncertain sound, who shall 
prepare himself to the battle?” (1 
Corinthians 14:8) Fourth is spir- 
itual unity: “Gather the people” 
(Joel 2:16). If we pull together, 
work together, and pray together, 
we will get somewhere; if we are 
all divided in opinions, views, and 
ideas, our labor will be in vain. 


On the Day of Pentecost they were 
all of “one mind and one accord.” 
Finally, God gives some instructions 
to the leaders. The leader cannot 
expect his people to go any deeper 
in God than he is. He must lead 
the way. These are God’s words to 
the leaders: “Let the priests, the 
ministers of the Lord, weep be- 
tween the porch and the altar, and 
let them say, Spare thy people, O 
Lord, and give not thine heritage 
to reproach, that the heathen 
should rule over them: wherefore 
should they [the unbelievers] say 
among the people, Where is their 
God?” (Joel 2:17). This is God’s 
method, and it will work when it 
is applied. 

In the third place, Joel gives the 
assurance of revival: “Yea, the 
Lord will answer .. .” (Joel 2:19). 
See the need, apply the method, 
and then let these five words ring 
in your heart. The answer is on 
its way. 

In Joel 2:23, we see the attitude 
for revival. “Be glad then, ye chil- 
dren of Zion, and rejoice in the 
Lord your God: for he hath given 
you the former rain moderately, 
and he will cause to come down 
for you the rain, the former rain, 
and the latter rain. . .” If you 
have applied the method and have 
the assurance in your heart, “Be 
glad then”; the latter rain is soon 
to fall. 


Then in Joel 2:28, we have the 
Pentecostal revival described: “And 
it shall come to pass afterward, 
that I will pour out my spirit upon 
all flesh . . .” When the Spirit is 
outpoured we can say, “This is part 
of that.” 


Joel 3:13, 14 gives us the results 
of revival. “Put ye in the sickle, 
for the harvest is ripe . . . Multi- 
tudes, multitudes in the valley of 
decision .. .” After that we have 
truly had Pentecostal revival, we 
will see a harvest of souls. Our 
altars will not be empty. At the 
first Pentecostal outpouring, “the 
same day there were added unto 
them about three thousand souls” 
(Acts 2:41). 


May every reader join the many 
earnest souls in crying, “God give 
us another great Pentecostal re- 
vival.”

HE LONG LATE afternoon 
iy shadows’ gradually faded 

into darkness. The little 
Volkswagen purred along over hills 
and through valleys. My thoughts 
were already on Troyes, our des- 
tination. The church very likely 
would be just another small Eu- 
ropean congregation. The pastor 
would probably be a fine Christian 
but with little real vision. I hardly 
expected the members to be spirit- 
ual, and so unconsciously I was 
forming excuses in my mind. After 
all, was not the church young and 
the pastor isolated and subjected 
to misunderstanding, injustice, and 
privations? With these thoughts in 
mind the lights of Troyes an- 
nounced our arrival. 

The pastor’s sweet wife had a 
hint of weariness and fatigue on 
her face. Indeed, I soon learned 
the reason: besides caring for her 
two little children who were very 
ill with whooping cough, she had 
baked many cakes that day for 
the children’s Christmas program. 
Nevertheless, she received us 
warmly and served us hot drinks. 
Soon the pastor arrived from a 
service and we had a long con- 
versation before retiring. Already 
I was repenting of my improvised 
opinions of this wonderful couple. 
Certainly they had vision and they 
lived a most unselfish, sacrificial 
life. How pleased I was and proud 
of the quality of this Church of 
God pastor. The church is sure to 
develop properly under his spirit- 
ual leadership. 

Early Sunday morning there was 
a general hustling about to get to 
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church on time. Little did I know 
what a pleasant surprise awaited 
me. I was definitely mistaken in 
my thoughts as to the spirituality 
of these good people. Every face 
seemed to shine with the glory of 
God. From the opening prayer and 
song, the spiritual tide rose higher 
and higher. How they sang! How 
they prayed and praised God! My 
soul was refreshed as my spirit 
rejoiced with these kindred spirits. 


After a wonderful morning serv- 
ice, I really looked forward to the 
afternoon meeting. The air was 
charged with God’s precious pres- 
ence, and His name was glorified 
in that assembly. Many Gypsies 
were present. With their beauti- 
ful childlike faith and unreserved 
adoration, they served the Lord. 
I enjoyed speaking in those meet- 
ings as each soul seemed to drink 
the Word of God with gladness. 


AFTER THE service a 
little sixteen-year-old Gypsy moth- 
er came to me.

Nothing at all; I 
just want him to be blessed,” she 
replied. My heart swelled with 
gratitude that this dear young 
mother recognized the worth of 
God’s blessing.

When I finished, the young father 
was standing there with rivulets 
of tears streaming down his cheeks. 
In a voice broken with emotion 
he begged me to include him in 
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the prayer. As the time came to 
part, the little lady clung to me 
and whispered, “I’ll meet you in 
heaven.” I answered, “Very well, 
but since you are a traveller and 
so am I, we may just chance to 
meet again on life’s road some- 
where.” 

Had my joy ended there, that 
would have sufficed. Space will not 
permit me to tell of all my happy 
experiences in Troyes. 

Nevertheless, I must mention my 
unforgettable visit to Les Fosses. 
I had heard so much about what 
wonderful saints Father and Moth- 
er Weber are; yet they were not 
exaggerated, for the Christian love 
love that radiates from their lives 
and from the harmony of their 
home testifies of their devotion to 
the Master. It was to me like an 
oasis in the desert. 

Certainly I shall never forget my 
visits to Troyes and Les Fosses.

42,250 World Protestant 
Missionaries 


NEW YORK (EP)—Recent statis- 
tics made jpeg by Dr. Frank Price, 
director of the Missionary Research 
Library, show that the total Prot- 
estant missionaries sent out from 
all countries has arisen to 42,250. 
This is an increase of 3,644 in the 
last two years. 

Of the 42,250 overseas personnel, 
27,219 represent North American 
agencies. 

Foreign missions giving in this 
country also shows an increase, Dr. 
Price said. The total of $163,- 
680,468 represents $2.75 per church 
member, compared to the previous 
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average of $2.26 per capita. 

Heaviest contributors are Sev- 
enth-day Adventists with $28 per 
member for overseas work. The re- 
port shows that Evangelical Free 
Church members are next, aver- 
aging $14.40 each. 


Food Shortage, Famine Threat 
Slows Red China‘’s “Great Leap 
Forward” 


HONG KONG (EP)—The most 
critical food shortage that Red 
China has faced in six years may 
be reducing its “Great Leap For- 
ward” to a mere faltering step. 

A recent series of communiques 
from Peiping have confirmed what 
some observers have been saying 
all along: that the food produc- 
tion claims Communist China has 
been making for the last three 
years have been vastly exaggerated. 

In recent weeks, in an apparent 
effort to avert mass starvation in 
some areas, Peiping has bought 
300,000 tons of wheat from Aus- 
tralia and 350,000 tons of rice from 
Burma. It is reported that an even 
larger wheat purchase is being ne- 
gotiated with Canada. 

Hong Kong observers claim that 
China does produce enough grain 
to feed itself, but exports a dis- 
proportionate amount to Soviet 
bloc countries to finance its “Great 
Leap Forward” industrialization 
program. 


Baptist Work in Cuba Reports 
Growth 


ATLANTA, Ga. (MNS)—South- 
ern Baptist leaders have announced 
here that their work is flourishing 
in spite of the severe tensions in 
Fidel Castro’s Cuba. The report 
was made by Arthur Rutledge, Di- 
rector of the Missions Division, and 
Lloyd Corder, Secretary of the 
Language Groups Ministries De- 
partment, upon their return from 
a trip to the island. 

Rutledge and Corder, who speak 
Spanish, met with all eight of the 
Southern Baptist missionaries, as 


well as the officers of the Cuban 
Convention. They were told that 
the recently ended evangelistic cru- 
sade in Havana Province had re- 
sulted in 2,192 professions of faith. 
“If the present trend continues,” 
said Nemesio Garcia, pastor of the 
McCall Baptist Church in Havana 
and Secretary of the Mission Board 
of the Cuban Baptist Convention, 
“this will be the best year Cuban 
Baptists have ever had.” 

Rutledge and Corder reported no 
interference in public meetings, 
that visitation in the homes was 
well received, and that hundreds 
are attending Baptist churches for 
the first time. “There are many 
evidences of a wide-spread spirit- 
ual hunger.” Corder observed, “and 
although the newspapers were 
filled with anti-U.S. statements, we 
met with no discourteousness.” 


Christmas “Unnoticed” in China, 
Says Peiping Radio 


HONG KONG (EP)—Christmas 
in Communist China this year 
“passed almost unnoticed by Chin- 
ese citizens,” according to a Pei- 
ping Radio broadcast. 

It reported, however, that religi- 
ous services were held in Peiping 
for foreign diplomats and a party 
of carol singers organized by the 
British embassy toured other West- 
ern embassies. 

The station said “red and gold 
banners with Christmas messages 
in Chinese” were hung in the An- 
glican Cathedral of Our Saviour 
in Peiping, during religious serv- 
ices. 

It said “very few Christmas 
trees’ were seen anywhere in the 
country and “their cost averaged 
$60 each.” 


AP Names Top Newsmakers 
for 1960: Pope John, Kennedy 


NEW YORK (EP) — The Asso- 
ciated Press, in a survey conducted 
among its 3,800 members including 
dailies and radio and TV stations, 
has named the top newsmakers for 
1960: Pope John XXIII and Sen. 
John F. Kennedy, the first Roman 
Catholic President ever elected in 
this country. 

President-elect Kennedy was 
named the overall “Newsmaker of 
1960” and the Pontiff took top 
honors in the religion category. 

In second place behind Mr. 
Kennedy was Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev. Trailing Pope John in 
the religion category was Dr. Billy 
Graham. 

The AP members also named top 
newsmakers in other fields such as 
science, sports, entertainment, la- 
bor and business.

A District Pastor Explains How 
“Forward in Faith” Is Sponsored 


Dear Brother Hughes: 


Your message last Sunday “What 
Then?” was heard in our home. 
It was the greatest sermon that I 
have heard you preach. Enclosed 
is an offering to help you continue 
preaching these soul-moving mes- 
sages. 

“Forward in Faith” is spon- 
sored over the Auburndale (Flori- 
da) station by the Lakeland and 
Winter Haven districts. This is the 
way it operates: The two districts 
divide the program expense. The 
radio station is paid monthly. Each 
church on this district sends at 
the end of the month, $1 per week. 
The program costs the Lakeland 
district $7 per week; and since 
there are 7 churches on this dis- 
trict, the program costs each 
church $1 per week. At the end of 
the month the Winter Haven dis- 
trict sends $7 per week. I suppose 
their district pays this out of their 
fellowship-meeting offerings. 

As to program recognition, one 
Sunday the Lakeland district pas- 
tors and churches are announced 
as sponsors; the next Sunday the 
Winter Haven district pastors and 
churches are given as sponsors. So 
far this has worked fine. In the 
event of a revival or a special 
speaker at one of the churches, the 
pastor can tape a special an- 
nouncement of this to be broad- 
cast at the end of the program.
